During the decade of the sixires^his Nation experienced an awaken- 
' ing to a ni^mbor of brt?*ic issiies. One ?^uch issue is the relationship of 
nian'H quent to siiti^^fy his needs to the inipact qI this drive on the 
natural ojfferf and s^nHitive balances present in the physical world. 
Public concern over ^uch matters tiictated that governmental reHponses 
to 'imvirjin.Hiental issuer be niad^. Many of the gpvemmental re- 
sj)6'nses/were directed, at the conservation of rapidly depleting re- 
sounres/ 'Other government al responses were concerned wiih the abuses 
,,of the j)hysicaUbiologieal environnient as in the ca^^es of air and water' 
pollut/ion. . . i 

It Avas also roeogni^ed that our new le^el of cunsciousrfess needed 
to be tninslated into new valiies-, new attitudes, and new practices.

Onnmitte action . 

Tho SubtLOinmittee on Select Educntion on February 1, 1978 con- 
siclereil in legislative sr^ssion the bill, *H.R, 10570. Tliat measure was 
ordered.rcportctl with an amendment unanjmously by voice vote. On 
February S, 1978, the^full Conunitfee on Education and Labor con- 
sidered iTiR. 10570 in- open legislative session, and ordered the bdl 
reported witl^an amendment unanimously by'H^oice vote. 



ExPLAMATlOff OF H.R. 10570 



H.R. 10570 extends the EnTironraeatal Ediication Act for 5 addi- 
tjonal years; that is, through figcml year 1983, The cioniniittee finds 
that the need for Federal support to eneoiiPape quality programs in 
enTironmental education, and to move toward the goal of environ- 
mental literacy for eveiy*American riunainR undiminislied. Indeed, the 
ener^ crmis highlights the need for a continued and renewed coinniit- 
ment to these objt»etives. 

In his prociamation of April 12, iSTTwinnouncnn^ Earth Week, 1977, 
President Carter said-: 

Since the beginning of this dpcade, we have begun to reeog- 
- nizt^ that our planet's_ capacity for Hatisfyin^ the needs of 
mankind has limitn. We have begun to nee that we are it 
sfeward^, not its masters. Human activities, even welU * 
intended onjw, can inflict deep and histing clamage to the ^ 
Earth, air, and the living plants and aninmis on which we 
depeniL Protection of the environment is a debt we owe to 
6ui*elvt^ and to those who follow us. 

The President concli^ded his statement l)y ^saying: 

In -isarticiflar, I ask all echicators to consider introducing 
an ecological pei'spcctive into eveiy scholHstic or academic 
discljdinc to encourage future aiJpUcatiun by graduates to 
protect the health of our planet. 

The committee recommends extension of thc^ Environmental E(hi- 
cation Act pre^'isely in onk*r to support such an environmental con- 
cern and environmental responsibility among American educators and 
American citizens^ 

The committee notes that the Environmental Education Act is - 
now opcratuig under a 1 -year extension authorized under the General 
Etlucation Provisions Ac^t. In.orcjer for th(* art to he eontitiued be- 
yon 1 1 the current fisf-al year, Congress nuist act this year, 

ILR. 10570 reconunen.ds anthorization levels for the Environ- 
mental Education Act of $5 million in fiscal vear 1979, $7 million in 
fiscal year 1980. $9 million in fisral year 1981, $11 million in fiscal 
year 1982, and Slii million in fiscal ymr 198:K 

The authorization for the Euvironruerital Edun(!tion Act in fiscal 
y(^ar 1978 is $15 nullioUj and $3.5 million was mppropriated. In rec- 
ommending more modest authorizatten ']{^vels for future years, the 
com nut tee emphasizes that its actiqn is Viot to be construed as re- 
flecting kny joss of a sense of urgency and concern for the environ- 
nientjd/ problems which this iK:t seeks to ajidress. The conmiittee^s 
act ipif dof^ iH)t reflect a judgement on the nfagnitucle of the need 
andt ilie pfdblems/ Rat^her, the n^'ommcnded authorization levels 
intlieate the^realistic exjajutation of the committee *on the levels of 
a|)propriation that cim and should actually be |)rovided. 

The committee recommends that sec*tion_ :i of this act be amended 
to include the word '-eiiergy" in the definition, of ^-environmental ' 
education.-' This action is meant to^'ncournge and support the energy- 
related environmeiltul education projects already heing sujiported 
by the Office of EnvironmentVd Education as well as to suggest that 
such projects ought to be a high priority in tlu^ future. This action is also- 
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taki5n to make it dotir that tho rpSponsibility^f tho Offlcn of Environ- 
mental Education to coonlinate all artivitiprt within the U,S. Office 
'of Ediication related to pnvironmpntal ndiiration rxtmds to the 
recently created energy/Educntion Action t'entiT in the Office of 
the Conimi^sioner, * i i _ i j 

The cbramittee recommencL^ that section H of tho net alrto be aniendtHi 
to make it clear that grants can go Uh groupH of Btnte or lornl 
ediicational agencies, Thi^i change \^ intomled to promote cooperative 
and noordinatcd enviroimiental tMhivatio;i eirorts at the State and 
local h^veL 

The committee reconmuMids that seetioiK)] ol the act be iurther 
amendecl to emphasiige that the' prertervicc and insrrviee trnininS: 
projeetrt supported under thj^ act should inclu<le interdisciplinai y 
training or training in working with intertlisci|)linnry teaiiiH. 'IUh^ 
amentlinent h intendtMl to rocn;^nize tlie InterdiM'iplinai'y naturu ot 
trainiiTg in enYironmeiital cchication, , ^ . 

The ronnnittee reconimendri that the Aflvi?^ttry C'oHn('il on Environ- 
nientai Etkieation bv abolished. The eonunittee fin<l^ that tlii?^ council 
has not, been viuy ai'tive, . visible or (^flVctivej and that a Kc^parate 
adviHory council for a propuun of tliis si^e ('annot be juHtified, The 
Departinent of Ht>arth; Education, and Welfare harf reconuuc^ncled 
t<n'rninntinn of this cmmcil in res[)oiise to PreHident Carter'?^ (hreelive 
thaf all K(uleral agencies ri^view their adviHory councils and 
connnitte(*s. 

The commit te(^ recomrnefids tiuU se{'tion 7 of the act be amnndod 
to permit /multiple-ycMir fundirig of projec ts. The (^oniunttee finds 
that nuiltiple-year rundlng of projetH^ nuiy hv nuiuired to acliit^ve 
efreetive iniplementation of the act, particularly with- n^^peci to 
curriculum developnuMit and intervice trnining projects. Htrong sup- 
port for this a( tion was voiced botji in the hearings and by. environ- 
mental ediicators througliou^t tlu^ Nation, ^ 

Special Concerns 

While the commUtee reaffirms its eommitn]ent to environmental 
education/it views with grave concern the criti#inis of the adminis- 
tration and inanagenient of tlio OfTice of Environmental Education that 
wore voiced in the hearings. In |)articular, the Office of Environmental 
Education was criticized for: . 

Insufficient attention to tlie evaluation of the effectiveness and 
re|)licability of jirojects su|)ported mider the act ; 

Ineffective dissemination of successful projects; ^ 
Tlie inaccessibility and lack of visability of the leadership of 
the Office ol Environmental Education in the envkonmental 

educatioT\ commimitS^; ' ,-_ 

Ineffective execution of the statutory mandate to coordiiiate 
the activities of the U.S, Office uf Education related to environ- 
' mental education ; .... 
A lack of coc)peratiim with aiul effective jintticinatiVm m the 
8ubcouim_ittee on Environmental Education of the Federal Ititer- 
agencv ('onunittee on Education; and , 

A lack of effective conunimication with and technical assistance 
to grant a|)plicantSj grant recipients and interested citizens. 
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\ These views criti^I of the progrftm's management are held ii^ideiy 
^ in the eiiTironmentA education cominunity as indicated bj^the results 
of a queitionnaire sent to the ^5 mem^ei^ di the Ad Hoc Comniittee on 
Eivironmental Education by Charles Leinbeny. These results are 
moluded in Ihe hearing record. 

The committee it aware that the capacity of Jhe Office of Environ^ 
mental Education to accomplish all of its missions h^s been coastrained 
by the limited funds available, and by the hostility within the exec^ 
utive branch to the program in its early yeai^, NeverthelesSj the com- 
mittee views as unacceptable tHe cun-ent state of the management 
and atlministration of the program. This situation threatens to 
seriously^ undermine the accomplishment of thfe purposes of the act* 
Therefore, tht committee directs the U.S. Commissioner of EducatiOT 
to investigate thte current condunj of this progrnm, to take Hiich steps 
"as rna}^ be necessary to improve the managenrent and administration 
of the program, and to report to this committee on his actions prior to 
the end of the fiscal year ^79. 

It has come to th^ajrention of the comniittee that the Offlce of 
Management and Birtget has discouraged or even prohibited agencies 
other thim the Office of Education from requesting funds for support 
of environmental education activnties. The Office of Management and 
Budget seems \o regard simport for environmental education as 
limited eKclusivelv to the Office of Environfnental Education within 
,the U,S. Office of Education, The committee regards this view to be 
in error. It is neither the intent of the corn r nit tee nor of the act that 
. environmental education be limitof^exclusively tO" the Office of En- 
J vironmentftl Education, While thin Office is intended to be the lead 
agency in environmental education, this roje should not preclude 
environmental education activities by other Federal agencies. 

It y the view of the comniittee that the support of environmentul 
ediu'rttion and envjronnicntHrnteracy is a govemrnentwide reHpoiiHi^ 
. bility. Thin view is consistent wnth the 1977 final report of the Inter- 
. governments P Conference on Environmental Education held at 
Tbilini (U.S.S,R,) ant! organized by UNESCO and the United Nations 
environment progrnm. The report recommends that "^Members 
States . . . integrii^e environmental efhication into, their genepftl 
pol i^/ hnd in accordance with their national structure take appropriate " 
measures , , . " (p, 27, emphasis added) . This report was formulated 
with the purticip^ition of an official U,H. delegation which strongly 
^ipported the recommendation quoted above. p 
It is the view ot the committee that the definition of envirGnmental 
education should be interpreted to give due consideration to the role 
played by shelterbelts in the conservation of water and soil resources 
as well as topsoil preservation, A shelter belt is a vegetative barrier 
with a linear configuration composed of trees and shrubs and other 
approved perennial vegetation.
